Mail Advices Describe the Skirmish in 
fis in Which Lieut. H. - How- 
‘land Was Wound 


Washington, D. C., Sept. 30.—[Spectal.

The Captain 
sent boats ashore and took on all the passen- 
gers at the lighthouse, and then proceeded 
‘to get those who remained at the wreck and 
on the rocks.

 \ Sees His Wife Drown. 

M. W. Skelton of Los Angeles, Cal., was 
returning home after a year’s sojourn in 
England. His wife was of those lost 
by the swamping of the lifeboat, though 
her name did not appear in the first list 
of the drowned. He said: “I was anxious 
for my wife's safety, and so placed her in 
one of the first boats to leave the ship. Im- 
mediately on touching the water the boat 
filled with water and swamped, carrying 
almost every one init to certain death. A. 
few were rescued, but the greater number | 
could do nothing in the heavy sea. Along 
with the other passéngers I managed to 
reach the shore and then began the hard 
task of scaling the rock.- This-was difficult 
in view of the wind and the slippery nature 
fogs: The top 
was reached at last, howeyer, and there we 
spent the remainder of the night and a 
considerable portion of the ensuing day. 

“The night following the striking of the 
ship I spent on board in company with a 
Mr. Mills. The officers brought us ‘some 
wine and champagne to drink and told us. 
to make ourselves as comfortable as possi- 
ble, as there was no danger of the boat go- 
ing: to pieces. We had searcely got to bed 
when some one came to our door ‘and 
warned us that the ship was sinking. We - 
dressed and rushed on deck, only to meet 
the Captain, who told us fo go back to our 
berths.as the boat was _ safe. When we 
returned, all the wines and liquors had 
disappeared. You can understand from this 
why we were so-rudely awakened from-our 
sleep.

“ I-woke up about the middle watch,” said 
he. “I felt the ship grinding veer and 
felt it muSt’* be on shore. I got into my 
trousers, grabbed my boots and coat, ran on 
deck, and tried to encourage the passengers 
to keep cool, telling them that everything 
depended upon their retaining their presence 
of mind. When I reached the saloon deck 
I saw the Captain en the bridge, cool and 
collected. He was delivering orders to low- 
er away the boats on the port side and load 
the women and children first. I immediate- 
ly went to my post,.for I. wag in charge of 
one of the port side boats. The boat next 
me was in charge of the fourth officer. 
These two boats were lowered about the 
same moment. There was a heavy sea run- 
ning, but we succeeded in getting the boats 
clear of all tackle. The courage of the 
women even at this terrible moment, when 
death, as they supposed, was Staring them 
in the face, was simply superb.’

Fatigue Forces the Admiral to Remain 
Away from Metropolitan Tes- 
_ timonial. 
New York, Sept. 30.—[Special.]—The per- 
formance of the “ White Squadron ” at the 
Metropolitan Opera-House this evening for 
the benefit of the Dewey home fund lacked 
_ the presence of Dewey. The proscenium 
box at the right of the stage had been deco- 
rated with the Admiral's flag and its field 
of white was flecked with red and white 
roses.

yecord was an enormous one, and neither 
the President nor the Secretary of War felt 
qualified to examine it in detail. Court-mar- 
tial proceedings are by law restricted to 
army officials, but for his personal guidance 
the President referred the whole record two 
days before Christmas to Attorney General 
Griggs. He invited the defense to file a 
brief, which was done, and the Attorney 
General took the papers away with him to 
study the record. Judge Advocate General 
Barr was asked to review the case on behalf 


+ ae the government, and filed his brief May 
‘13 of this year, a year anda day after the 


verdict of the court-martial. 


Wayne MacVeagh’s Final Effort. 
_ On these two briefs the Attorney General 
apparently made up his mind. that tKe pro- 
ceedings were regular and the findings of 
the court-martial must ‘stand. As a final. 
concession to the friends of Captain Carter, 
however, the Attorney General agreed to 
withhold his report until after Wayne Mac- 
Veagh, a former Attorney General, had had 
an opportunity to miake an oral argument. 
This was submitted Wednesday of this week. 
Thursday the Attorney General presented 
his report approving the proceedings, which, 
it must be remembered, was for the informa- 
tion of the President alone, not being a part 
of the record of the case. Relying on the 
fairness of the Attorney General, the Presi- 
dent yesterday approved the findings of the

WHITE HOUSE ENTERTAINMENT 70 
BE A UNIQUE AFFAIR. 


No Women to Be Present Owing to the 


. Faet That the Admiral Is Singlie— 
Civil and Military Officials to the 
Number of Sixty Will Participate— 
Floral Decorations to Be on an 

Blaborate Scale—Will Cost Presi- 
dent One Thousand Dollars. — 


Washington, D. C., Sept. 30.—[ Special. }]— 


‘The dinner to be given by the President to 


Admiral Dewey on the night of Oct.-3 will 
be quite a unique affair in the history of the 
White House. For one thing, it will be 
strictly ‘‘ stag,’"” no women being invited, 
Such an arrangement would not be thought 


| of if the Admiral had a wife, inasmuch as 


the administration would wish to qo her 
honor also, but the fact that he is a widow- 
er greatly simplifies matters. 

Women being excluded, the number of 


dignitaries present may be twice as great, | 


the question being simply one of space. The 
gréat table in the state dining-room ord.- 
narily furnishes seats for thirty-eight peo- 
ple, but on an occasion like this wings are 


‘added at the ends of the festive board, 


which is thus made to accommodate sixty. 

Naturally, an invitation to the feast will 
be considered a distinction, and the “resi- 
dent and Secretary Porter ha~se devoted 
some time to making out the hec of guests..

sion, because each guest will already have 
obtained in the library a Httle card witha 
diagram of the table on it and his own place 
indicated by a number struck out with ink, 
so that he knows exactly where he-is to sit, 
and he will find at his place a larger card 
with his name onit. . | 
Tropical and flowering plants, brought 
from the government propagating gardens 
for the purpose, will bank the walls of the 
room, and the great table will be one glitter.’ 
The wings added at the ends of the board 
will curve outward in such a way that Ad-

Some of the 
papers say frankly that Germany now hasa 
splendid opportunity to work her will in 
Samoa, as Great Britain will be busy for 
some time to come with the Transvaal, and 
the United States with the Philippines. 

Even usually well-informed papers, like 
the Lokal Anzeiger, describe the present 
state of things as untenable, and claim that 
Great Britain and the United States are on 
the point of making a new move satisfactory 
to Germany and an arrangement regarding 
the islands. 

In view of this condition of things a fact: 
specially interesting is that Mr. White dur- 
ing the week had a long conference at the 
Foreign office with Under Secretary of State 
Richthofen. The latter expressed himself 
differently from the press, as quoted. Mr. 
White said that so far as was known here, 
both at the Foreign office and the embassy, 
the arrangement arrived at by the commis- 
sion was satisfactory to all the parties, and 
is working well. No negotiations are going 
on here with references to a partition of the 
islands, or other change of any sort.- He

BORALMA SHOWS HIMSELF TO BE A 
GREAT COLT. . 


Probably the Best Three-Year-0ld to 
‘Become Prominent This Season— 
Comes of a Fast Family — Royal 
Baron Heaviest Winner on Grand 
Circuit — Wonderful Success of 
Driver McHenry — C. W. Williams 


will Retire.

Horsemen were more interested in the 
$7,000 Matron Stakes at Louisville than in 
any other event contested during the meet- 
‘Ing there, just closed. It was won, as ex- 
pected, by Boralma, one of the last 3-year- 
old trotters of the season to become promi- 
nent—he not starting until the week previous | 
to the Loutsville meeting. He is also possi- . 
bly the best of his age this season, as his 
third heat in 2:13 and public trial in 2:11% 
show him as speedy as the eastern crack, 
Idolita, while, as he beat’ Extasy, the Ken- 
tucky filly, who was the runner-up for 
Idolita when he scored 2:12% at Dubuque, he 
certainly has claims as to class. 
‘Boralma’s sire, Boreal, was a colt trot- 
ter, performing creditably as a yearling, 
and ultimately taking a mark of 2/15\. 
Boreal first attracted attention by the ap- 
propriateness of his name, as his dam was 
Rosy Morn; second dam, Noontide, and 
third dam, Midnight. This last-named 
matron also produced Jay-Eye-See, who 
was a 4-year-old champion, with 2:19 to his 
credit, and later was the first trotter to 
doa mile in 2:10. Then he closed his career 
“by being converted to the pace and going 
in 2:06% at that gait, making him the fast- 
est horse among those who had beaten 2:20 
at both ways of going and thereby the holder 


‘ of three championships.

It will be seen Boralma comes of perform- 
fmg ancestry on his sire's side, and this is 
@iso true of the female branch of his fam- 
‘fly, his dam descends from Princeps, 
who sired in Trinket, the first 4-year-old 
trotter to beat 2:20. Extasy, who was sec- 
ond to Boralma, went better than in any 
previous race this season. and were it not 
for Idolita and Boralma she would be quite 
the crack 8-year-old of the season: Last 
year she was the champion 2-year-old 
pacer, and it is to the credit of Charlie 
Marvin that he has succeeded in chang- 
ing her into a first-class trotter with so 
little work at the diagonal gait. But, al- 
though Marvin's chief fame with the public 
will always be the wonderful colt trot- 
ters he produced from the Electioneer fam- 
ily when Senator Stanford was alive, his 
first honors were won a quarter of a cen- 
tury ago when he took the cheaply-bred 
Kansas stallion Smuggler—a natural pacer— 
and made him over into the champion trot- 
ting stallion of the world, with a record 
of 215%, and the added honor of a practical 
victory over Goldsmith Maid at atime when 
that mare was considered invincible. So 
Marvin, had fio new problem on hand when 
he undertook the task of making a trot- 


‘ter out of Extasy, the pacer. It is a com- 


mon enough feat nowadays, nearly all the 
fastest trotters being double-gaited and able 
to pace a merry clip if allowed to go at that 
it. Bingen, John Nolan, Rose Croix, and 
ter the Great are familiar and conspicuous: 
examples in this line. 
Extasy may’ develop into a reali trotting 
star, but if she does she will not be the 
first one her owner, Major H. C. McDowell, 
has had in the big barn at Ashland, as he 


owned Trinket when she was a star, and. 
among the sires he has owned Dictator, 
among whose progeny was Director, from 


whom descended two champions of their 
day in Direct and Directum.

Peter the Great won this Louisville engage- 
ment, as predicted, but his best mile was 
2:10, and as Charlie Herr was second all 
the time it was not a famous victory. Charlie 

‘Herr is a game and determined trotter, but 
speed is not his forte. On the contrary, he 
rates along every heat at about the same 
clip, and a layup seems to do him no good 
whatever. He is a sluggish colt, having to 
be driven every inch of the road, and in ad- 
‘dition his harness ig’ rigged with a “ per- 
suader,” composed of hard leather and 
tacks, to wake him up. The Chicago mare 
Bonatella was in this race, but finished out- 
side the money. Surpol was third; but it 
may be Jack Curry was getting him ready 
for this week's battles at Lexington, where 
the big money of the year is hung up, and 
where likewise the betting is on a much 
more liberal scale than at Louisville, which 
has always been a running-horse town par 
excellence, the trotters being merely tolerat- 
ed for a week in the fall. 

Winners on Grand Circuit. | 


Although the grand circuit is not what it 
used to be in importance—many of the larg- 
‘est stakes and purses being offered by tracks 


2 din the West and South—yet it engages most 


of the best horses of the year, and their qual- 
ity is pretty accurately determined by the 
results of the meetings, which begin at 
Detroit in July and end at Providence in 
September. This year the largest circuit 
winner among the trotters was Royal Bar- 
on, with a little over $9,000 to lis credit, but 
more than half of this was due to his victory 
in the Merchants and Manufacturers’ Stake, 
at Detroit. Charlie Herr, the chunky little 
Kentucky 4-year-old, who must be driven 
all the way to get results, is only a few dol- 
lars behind Royal Baron, while The Abbot, 
who won nine straight races, comes third. 
Next to him is the California gelding, Owy- 
hee, with $8,587 to his credit. It may fairly 
be said most.of Owyhee's success is due to 
the fact that, Myron McHenry, drives him. 
Owyhee, while a fast trotter, is one of the 
sort that, with anybody bit an artist in the 
sulky, would make little showing, as he will 
_ make many breaks unless he is handled 
just so. At Saginaw, last June, Owyhce 
won his race, but everybody could see he 
was looking for a chance to break every step 
he took, and horsemen all agreed.that in the 
circuit he would not do. At Detroit 
e began breaking while scoring for the 
first heat, and made some of the loftiest 
jumps ever seen on atrack. But McHenrv 
was patient, handling the big gelding with 
the delicate touch he possesses to as great 
am degree as any driver in the world, until 
finally the horse discovered what was want- 
ed without his temper being aroused by 
‘harsh usage. Then he struck a trot, and 
kept at it as though he knew no other gait, 
and when it came to a hard finish he would 
let McHenry climb out on his back and 
make one of the drives for which he is 
famous. . 
Owyhee and. have been the 
breadwinners of the Keating stable this sea- 
gon, the pacer taking down $6,475 in the 
grand circuit alone, while at other meetings 
_ his winnings have been considerable. Once 
he beat Searchlight, who paced in 2:02 at 
Indianapolis the other day, and whom Keat- 
Ing sold to F. H. Bronson for $15,000. In ad- 
dition to driving the Keating horses Mc- 
Henry has had nearly all the good outside 
mounts. He took the gray gelding Success, 
whom the Duboisbrothers brought from 
Denver, and gave him a mark of 2:11\%, 
getting some of the money in nearly every 
race he has trotted. Then, when Millionaire 
Butier of New York fell out with John Kelly, 
who had driven his trotters for two years, 
he turned over Gayton and other good ones 
to McHenry, so McHenry has had his hands 
full, and driven one of the best strings of 
the year. McHenry has been prominent for 
a dozen years, but since the retirement of 
Splan, Doble, Johnston, and Turner he

men. He was raised in Illinois, and drove his 
first race around the courthouse square at 
Galva one Fourth of July.

Mr. Bockman, who gained wealth in the 
grocery trade and lived like a prince on his 
farm, was as business-man as the 
trotting horse interests ever saw. Being a 
princely entertainer and well known in New 
York he had a large contingent of wealthy 
men who were always making up parties for 
an over-Sunday trip to Stony Ford, and in 
this way many a colt was sold at fahcy 
prices in the boom days. | 

It was to Stony- Ford Senator Stanford 
was piloted when he resolved to enter seri- 
ously upon the breeding of trotters, and he 
took away horses for which he paid $30,000. 
Among them was Electioneer, a stallion Mr. 
Bockman did not particularly admire, and 
yet the Californian -patd $12,500 for him— 
which will give an idea of what Mr. Bock- 
man. wanted for those he liked. Messenger 
Duroc. was his favorite, but he was only a 
moderate success as a sire, the animal who 
brought fame and fortune to the farm being 
the brood mare Green Mountain Maid. Her 
colts were all trotters, and once this fact 
was established they brought what would 
in these days be fabulous prices for the same 
amount of speed. Robert Bonner, for in- 
stance, gave $8,000 for one of the Maid’s un- 
born foals, his only stipulation being that it 
should be born sound and stand up and 
suckle. When Mr. Whitney was District 
Attogney in New York he paid many visits 
to Stony Ford and knows the place well. _ 


 C. Williams to Retire. 


By consigning 140 head of trotting horses 
.to a New York sale soon to occur, C. ‘W. 
Williams, the former telegraph operator 
who bred Axtell and Allerton, selling the 
former for $106,000 and refusing something 
like the same sum for Allerton, practically 
goes out .of business as a breeder. 

It is true Willlams will retain Allerton, 
but all his young stock is to go, and as he 
has included in the sale the dams of Aller- 
ton’s most noted offspring it is evident he 
will not breed on an extensive scale in the 
future. 

Williams was the fastest winner on rec- 
ord in the trotting horse business, and un- 
like most favorites of furtune he proved 
himself a game loser when the tide turned. 
In the heyday of his success he took hold 
of the little Town of Independence, Ia., 
where he had pounded a telegraph key and 
slowly saved the money with which he

She was sold to go to France, where 
she trotted-under a false name and pedigree, 
and was expelled. 

A son of former Governor Biggs of Dela- 
ware is campaigning a stable of trotters and 
pacers Gown East. He does his own training 
and driving, all for love of the sport. The 
same is true of George H. Ketcham of To- 
ledo, O., who has been prominent on the 
trotting turf for several seasons. His star 
this year is Cresceus, 2:07%. Ketcham is 
rated a millionaire, and took to driving 
horses for his health. 

Several years ago Princess Clara. then a 
yearling, trotted in 2:26%4, since which time 
she has been in retirement. She was pur- 
chased by F. P. Olcott for a broodmare, but 
has shown such sensational speed lately it is 
likely she will appear in public next season.

Those 
who invade the New York rings do so for the 
purpose of making a bet; they move hur- 
riedly until they find a price to suit them, 
register their wager, and then leave the 


ring. 

The principal reason for this is the price 
of admissidén charged at New York tracks 
is three times as large, and there is no lav- 
fish distribution of free tickets such as pre- 
vails at Chicago, resulting in filling the ring 
with idlers and “sure thing’’ men. There 
is a 50-cent pavilion at the Gotham courses, 
and by this provision those not able to pay 
the regular price may get in and watch the 
‘races, although not permitted to bet. The 
50-cent betting rings of Gotham are like the 
betting rings of Chicago. This places the 
sport within the reach of all, but it furnishes. 
no comfort to the “‘ sure thing "’ men, for the 
latter want to be where the money is in cir- 
culation. | 

In general the broad point of difference 
between racing in Chicago and racing in 
New York is to be found in the fact that the 
sport has an altogether different standing 
with the public of the Eastern metropolis.

In the first place, it should be explained 
that high church does not refer to claborate 
ritual, though the two generally go together, 
but to Bible construction, the importance of 
the sacraments as such, and the place of 
the church as preceding the Bible, not found- 
ed upon it. Low church people attach less 
importance to the sacraments and to the 
church, are generally evangelical in meth- 
od, sometimes employ extempore prayers; 
in short, are nearer to the great reform 
bodies. The broad church folk are the lib- 
eral constructionists, sometimes of the Bible, 
oftener of church practices. They are not 


1\of necessity high critics. Broad people are 
'the extreme Protestants, and class tiie 


Protestant Episcopal body as Protestant. 
The high church party repudiates the Prot- 
estant position. 

There are four dioceses In which Bishop 
and laity, generally standing together, al- 
most always show pronounced h church 
tendencies. They are Fond du Mil- 
waukee, Chicago, and There 
are nine dioceses in which the Bishop stands 
for more advanced ideas than do the clergy 
and laity under him. These are Albany, Ver- 
mont, Central New York, Washington, 
Georgia, Michigan, Pittsburg, Arkansas, 
and Nebraska. There are three dioceses in 
which the type of churchmanship Is of the 
stanch: sort; not high, and yet most de- 
cidedly not low. These are Georgia, Con- 
necticut, and North Carolina. Virginia and 
Alabama are the strongholds of the low 
church folk. West Virginia follows the 
older State, and South Carolina follows Vir- 
ginia and Alabama. 

The intelligent communicant in this church 
will tell you that he hears more about high 
and low church differénces outside than In- 
side his communion. Dioceses cited thus far

Dr. Talmage gives prescriptions for the 

prolongation of life, and preaches the gospel! 
of physical health. Hesays; ‘*‘ Through the 
mistake of its friends, he has been 
chiefly associated with sick beds and grave- 
yards. The whole subject, to many people. 
is odorous with chlorine and carbolic acid 
There are people who cannot pronounce the 
word religion without hearing in it the clip- 
ping chisel of the tombstone cutter. It is 
high time that this thing were changed. and 


that religion instead of being represented as | 


a hearse to carry out the dead should be 
represented as a chariot in which the living 
are to triumph. 

“4 Religion. so far from wibotudatinn from 
one’s vitality, is a glorious addition. It is 
sanative, curative, hygienic. The fact is 
that men and- women die too soon. It is 
high time that religion joined the hand of 


medical sclence in attempting to improve 


human longevity. .Adam lived 930 years. 
Methuselah lived 969 years. As late in the 
history of the world as Vespasian there 
were. at one time™n his empire, forty-five 


people 135 years old. So far down as the 


sixteenth century, Peter Zartan died at 185 
years of age. I do not say that religion will 
ever take the race back to antediluvian 
longevity, but I do say the length of life will 
be increased. 


+ Rel igion has only just constant our world. 
Give it full power for a few centuries, and 
who can tell what will be the strength of 
man, and the beauty of woman, and the 
longevity of all? My design iso show that 
practical religion is the friend of long life. 
I prove it, first, from the fact that it makes 
the care of your health a positive Christian 
duty. Whether we shall keep early or late 
hours, whether we shall take food digesti- 
ble or indigestible, whether there shall be 
thorough or incomplete mastication, are 
questions often deferred to the realm’ of 
whimsicality; but the Christian man lifts 
this whole problem ‘of health into the ac- 
countable and tht divine. He:says: ‘ God 
has given me his body. and he has called 
it the temple of the Holy Ghost, and to de- 
face its altars, or mar its walls, or crumble 
its pillars, is a God-defying sacrilege.’ Just 
as long as you refer this whole subject of 
physical health to the realm of whimsicality 


or to the pastry cook, or to the butcher, orto | 


the baker, or to the apothecary, or to the 
clothier, you are not acting like a Christian. 
Take care of all your physica! forces—nerv- 
ous, muscular, bone, brain, cellular 
for all you must be brought to judg : 
Smoking your nervous system into fidgets, 
burning out the coating of your stomach 
with wine logwooded and strychnined, wailk- 
ing with thin shoes to make your feet look 
delicate, pinched at the waist until yoware 
nigh cut in two, and neither part worth 
anything, groaning about sick headache and 
palpitation of the heart, which you think 
came from God, when they came from your 
own folly. 

Aguin: I remark that practical religion 
is a friend of longevity in the fact that it is 
a protest against dissipations, which injure 
and destroy the health. Bad men and wo- 
men live a short life. Theirsins killthem. I 
know hundreds of good old men, but I do 
not know half a dozen bad old men.

The hero of 
Austerlitz, the man who by one step of his 
foot in, the center of Europe shook the earth, 
killed by a snuff-box! How many people we 
have'known who have not lived out half 
their days because of their dissipations and 
| Now, practtcal religion a 
protest against all dissipations of anv kind. 

There are aged people who would have 
been dead twenty-five years ago but for the 
defenses and the equipoise of religion. You 
have no more natural resistance than hun- 
dreds of people who lie in the cemeteries 
today, slain by their own vices.

OLD APARTMENTS FILL UP AS RESULT 
OF LACK OF BUILDING. 


small Amount of Construction Dene 
This Year Enables Older Flats to 
Secure Tenants—New Class of Buy- 
ers Needed in the Market—Growth 
of Interest and Purchases in Sabur~ 
ban Property—Sales and Leases of 


the Week. 


Apartments which have been on the mar- 
ket for several months iooking for tenants 
are filling up as the result of the present 

in building. A large number of 
buildings erected sev eral years ago, which 
had lost the advantage of being new and 
were therefore not in demand, are being 
gradually occup:ed. 

For some time the construction of apart- 
ment buildings in Chicago was overdone. 
More were put up than could be used, and 


‘the new ones took the tenants away from the 


old. Wundreds of peopie lived in flat build- 
ings only a year, and then would move to a 
new building. This led to a decision on the 
part of many owners, when they put up new 
structures, to take no tenants unless they 
would sign a lease for two years. A number 
took tenants for eighteen months, but re- 
fused to take them for only a year at first. 
This policy held tenants. The rapid increase 
in the number of flat buildings in the city 
afterwards more than met the demand. 
Conditions are again changed now by the 
Dullding situation. 

The cost of building {s felt by all bullders, 
The increases in the price of material and the 
possibility of delay and expense by reason of 
labor troubles make the cost of construction 
»0 to 40 per cent more than It was last year. 
A leading firm, of. general contractors adds 
10 per cent to all its bids on construction 
to mect.the loss that may be caused by labor 
complications. 

The demand for steam-heated flats on the 
West Side exceeds the supply, and agents 
have more orders than they can readily fill. 


New Class of Buyers Wanted. 


Real estate brokers are rapidly coming to 
the belief that a new class of buyers must 
come into the market before conditions will 
resume their former activity. Most of the 
méen who made the market during its last 
period of great prosperity have retired from 
the real estate field for different reasons, and 
n new class has not yet arisen to take their 
places. 

It is admitted that real estate is not at- 
tractine the interest this vear that was ex- 
pected. An @nalysis of the situation shows 
that there are many logical reasons why it 
is not. The erection of numbers of country 


hundreds of people to the country who oth- 
erwise would have remained imthe city and 
built houses. The attractiveness of much 
of the suburban property about Chicago is 
beginning to be appreciated more than ever 
before, and the consequence is a demand for 
property of a kind which, although always 
good, was not regarded before as more de- 
sirable than city holdings.

The association is com- 
posed of the officers of the various places 
interested in the movement, which are 
Cicero, Harlem, River Forest, Riverside. 
and Maywood. The pian is to extend the 
boulevard, lay out small parks at different 
places along the course. and build a drive by 
the side of the Desplaines River. There is 
also @ proposition to establish a park west 
of the Desplaines River. Cicero people are 
Said to favor a series of «mall parks, and 
as the Proviso residents want their plan of 
development farther west accepted the lat- 
ter may conclude to work independently of 
the Cicero people. 

Real estate men operating In the neighbor- 
hood of the Stickney tract say preparations 
are going forward for'the improvement of 
the property. Since the election of officers 
of the company which was formed to man- 
age thé enterprise much work has been 
‘planned.

Andover, Ashatabula County, O., has just 
such a preacher in the Rev. E. T. Coyle, who 
is an orator, poct, diplomat, and a man of 
great personal magnetism. Under his pas- 
toral charge the average attendance at the 
evening services in the Andover Congrega- 
tional Church has ‘increased from some 


twenty-five to an.audicnce ranging from 


800 to 400. From one of the weak churches 


of the southern part of this county it has. 


grown to be the strongest, and ranks well 
with churches in the two business centers of 
the county which lay claim to the name 
city.. The prayér meetings on many occa- 
sions have been so largely attended that it 
was found necessary to place chairs in the 
aisles to accommodate the crowd. ‘The av- 
erage service is attended by a number which 
represents one-third the population of An- 
gover, men, women, and children. 


Has Methods of His Own. 


The Rev. Mr. Coyle’s methods of church 
work are so different from the methods of 
‘all. other pastors as to be worthy of es- 
pecial note. He is a man who could com- 
mand a good salary in a city church, but 
he prefers the rural town to the crowded 
city, and, therefore, came to this church 
which could only afford to pay $700 a year. 
He believes in. the principle that the la- 
borer is worthy,of, his hire, and does not 


detract from that principle by refusing to. 


receive his salary. He draws his pay, but 


spends it on the church and congregation. 
The manner in which he spends his money 
is also unusual. For instance, last winter 
there was a special service in a church 
severa! miles distant from Andover, which 
Mr. Coyle was desirous that the members 
of: his church and Sabbath school should 
attend. He engaged from the livery stables 
the necessary number of sleds to carry the 
entire party and footed all the bills. Spe- 
cial ‘services at-Andover on several occa- 
sions have brought large numbers from out- 
lying districts. At mealtimes Mr. Coyle 
would dine all such guests at the hotels at 
= A anda expense. Last winter he took his 


th school class of some forty mem- - 


bers for a day’s outing to Jéfferson, the 
county seat of Ashtabula County, some 
fifteen miles distant from Andover. He 
paid the railroad fare for all the children, 
and instead of carrying their dinners in 
baskets they dined at his expense at the 
best hotels. 

Delegates from his church recently at- 
tended the Grand River Conference of Con- 
gregational Churches held at Conneaut. 
On their arrival at the Conneaut depot he 
engaged a carriage to take these delegates 
to- and from the church in which the con- 
ference was held, while delegates from the 

majority of the churches in the. district 


Ww 
Encourages Bible Study. 


To encourage more thorough study of the 
Bible, Mr. Coyle offered a $10 Oxford Bible 
to all members of his class who on a certain 
date should pass a required examination 
relative to ,Bible truths. At the appointed 
time a dozen pupils passed muster. The 
Bibles, failing to a e; he gave each pupil 
$10 to keep until ‘the books should come. 
Now, even some Sunday school pupils might 
have preferred the $10 to the Bibles, believ- 
ing that a lees ex ive copy would do as 
‘well, but ‘these did not, and on the arrival 
of the Bibles a few days later all returned 
the handsomely 


At Christmas time Mr. Coyle takes par- 


ticular delight in making every one happy 
with useful an@ valuable presents. Be- 
sides these methods of spending his money 
among the members of. his congregation he 
spends considerable sums on improving the 
church property and helping the many char- 
itable objects which ‘appeal'to him for aid. 


'.. He is not closely allied to any denomina- 


tion, and often gives: liberally to other de- 
nominations, as well as to the one in which 


he is pastor.- An example of this was wit-

Has “All Kinds of Money.” 

The Rev. E. T. Coyle is really a wealthy 
man. Several years ago he became inter- 
ested In ofl speculations in West Virginia 
which brought large returns. His business 
interests are large and require a portion of 
his time, even at present, to look after 
them. That he has ready cash capital is 
shown by an incident not long ago at An- 
‘dover. He stepped into a printing office to 
pay for some work. He handed the pro- 
prietor a $5 bill, but the printer was unable 


to make the desired change and asked for | 


money of some other denomination. The 
Rev. Mr. Coyle, again reaching into his 
pocket, drew out a $1,000 bill and asked. the 
publisher if he could change that. 1 

A day or so later this incident was related 


to a banker. The banker, so the story goes, 


doubted if Mr. Coyle had $1,000, and was 
willing to pay a dollar to see the bill, where- 
upon a committee waited on the preacher 
and@easked fof the loan of the large amount. 
The committee was allowed to take the bill 
and the banker paid the dollar. The incident 
much amused Mr. Coyle, who when the bill 
was returned to him stated that he could 
send over sixty-five more bills of the same 
denomination if the banker was willing to 
pay 10 cents apiece to see them. The com- 
mittee waited on the bahker, but he re- 
fused to enter into the bargain. 


Orthodox in Belief. 
Mr. Coyle may be progressive, but he is 


-orthodox in his beliefs and frowns on all 


attempts to throw away portions of the Bi- 
ble. He believes the Bible from cover to 
cover and teaches no new dectrines in his 
pulpit. His large audiences are, therefore, 
in no way the regult of sensational preach- 
ing or a ridicule of orthodoxy. 

Mr. Coyle’s method of conducting mid- 
week services of the church is to ask all 
who attend to take some part. The response 
from the large audiences is always hearty 
and the meetings interesting and enthusi- 
astic. The pastor of this church also be- 
lieves good music to be essential. Each 
Sunday morning a choir composed of middle- 
aged people is seated in front:of the pipe or- 
gan, and in the evening a chorus of more 
than thirty young people discourses music 
from the same platform. At the last meet- 
ing of the Grand River Conference of Con- 
gregational Churches the report of the An- 
dover church made the most satisfactory 
showing of any church there represented. 

Mr. Coyle has not always been a member 
of one denomination. He goes where his 
services seem to him to be most needed and 
delights in building up churches which are 
weak. During the present year he has been 
ordained into the Congregational ministry. 


His Brothers Are Wealthy. 

Soon after Mr. Coyle went to Andover his 
two brothers also located there. They were 
talented young men and pleasant to meet. 
One is James G.. Coyle, an attorney, the 
other George B. Coyle, a preacher. All 
three brothers are said to be wealthy, tut 
not so well off as the pastor of the Andover 
church. During the summer months the 
Rev. George B. Coyle has occupied the pul- 
pit of the Andover Congregational Church 
in the morning, while his brother, the pastor, 
preaches in the evening. At present the 
pastor is taking a few weeks’ vacation and 
the Rev. G. B. Coyle is occupying the pulpit. 
The latter attributes much of his brother's 
success to personal magnetism in the pulpit. 

The successful pastor is 30 years of age 
and single. He is tall and slender and wears 
neither beard nor mustache. He dresses in 
the finest broadcloth. e is modest and re- 
tiring in manner. He ‘has traveled some- 
what extensively and expects at some future 
time to make a trip through Europe. He 
began to preach before he was 20 years old 
and always has been successful.

The cost 
of Columbia and its maintenance until after 
the last race is estimated at $150,000. Steam 
tenders are provided for. both yachts, and on 
these the crews are housed and boarded.

Two rooms were excavated 
and in them were found pleces of pottery 
far superior in workmanship and design to 
the pottery now made by the Pueblo In- 
dians. Some of the artistic decorations on 
the pottery were glazed in a manner now 
unknown to the natives. 

Other household utensils were found in 
those two rooms which proclaimed the state 
of civilization of the ancient cliff dwellers.

Ex-Attache Tells How It 
May Be Learned: When 
They Visit America. 


CLUBS AS AN INDEX. 


Leading Ones in London and 
on the Continent Rigid 
and Exclusive. 


VALUE OF PASSPORTS. 


O FREQUENT are the letters which 
reach me from readers of these arti- 
cles asking for information concern- 


ing one or another of the “' distin- | 


guished foreigners "' who come to this 
country by nearly every transatlantic liner 
entering the port of New York that a few 
hints with regard to the most facile and 
efficacious manner for ascertaining all that 
one may! want to know concerning these 
“strangers within the gates "’ may possibly 
ve of use. 
 eemieedan they may serve to avert the oc- 
currence of such odd mistakes as happened 
when, about ten years ago, New York socie- 
ty found that it wes entertaining unawares 
not an angel but an ex-convict. True, his 
princely title was authentic, and he was 
socially sponsored by a distinguished foreign 
diplomat, now dead, who was ignorant of 
his criminal ‘antecedents; but neither of 
‘these considerations can be regarded as 
calculated to diminish the dismay of hospi- 
table New-Yorkers when they found that 
they were putting up at their clubs and wel- 
coming to their homes a former inmate of 
German, French, and English prisons. 
Such mistakes are by no means rare. 
Something of the same kind took place a 
short time afterward at Boston, and it is not 
so long ago that I was fortunate enough to 
prevent, at the last moment, the marriage 
of a charming American gir! to a titled for- 
signer by calling the attention of her rela- 


“tives, in response to their inquiries, to the. 


awkward fact that he had been dismissed 
from the diplomatic service of his country 
and expelled from the clubs to which he be- 
longed in consequence of an extremely un- 
savory transaction in connection with a 
game of cards at one of the principal clubs 
of continental Europe. Yet the relatives of 
this young girl need not have turned to me 
foz information. They could have learned 
all that they wanted to know by adopting 
the course which I am now about to recom- 


mend. 
, Status Shown by His Clubs. 


' Before putting up a stranger at one’s club, 
and before opening to him wide the door of 
one’s home, it is well in -every case to 
ascertain the name of the clubs to which 
he may belong on the other side of the 
ocean, and when this information is se- 
.cured to discover ‘whether he still retains 
his membership in them. Mere letters of 
introduction are of little value, for they are 
too often given to blacksheep relatives and 
acquaintances doomed to expatriation, in 
order to avoid giving money. ; 
Club life in’ the old world plays a far 
more important role than it does in the 
United States, and the moment a youth 
beyond the stage of boyhood and 
blossoms forth into a man of the world 
his first care is to secure admission to some 
‘good club. It is the membership of a club 
that determines more than anything else 
the socia! classification and degree of fash- 
ion of a man about town, and hence Eu- 
ropeans, and more particularly English- 
men, are wont to display more ambition and 
to devote more time and trouble to get 
into a first-rate club than they do to secure 
nobiliary honors or political preferment. 


Friends of Prince of Wales “ Pilled.”’ 
Influence, as a rule, plays but a small part 
- in the election of candidates. Members are 
mostly independent and jealous of their 
prerogatives of making a careful selection 
of the men with whom they are to associate, 
and notwithstanding the immense social 
power and influence exercised in Lon- 
' don by the Prince of Wales there have been 
several occasions on which candidates whom 
he had personally proposed and sponsored 
at Brooks’, the Travelers’, and even at the 
Mariborough—a club founded under his own 
auspices—have been most unmercifully 
pilled.’’ 

The fact of the matter is that the English- 
man is wont to consider the club as his home. 
Hence it is only natural that he should en- 
deavor by every means in his power to re- 
strict its membership to persons of his own 

social standing and of congenial character. 
This, with the tendency to exclusiveness that 
seems inborn in Britons, combines to render 
admission to the older and first-class clubs 
@ matter of both difficulty and time. 

Owing to the small number of vacancies 
in comparison to the immense number of 
nominations, from five to fifteen years often 
elapse between the date when the name is 
entered on the books as a candidate and 
the date when it comes up for ballot. 

The ordeal to which a candidate for mem- 
bership is subjected before election is of a 
trying and severe nature, and if he succeeds 


in escaping the fateful blackballs he may 
look upon himself as having secured the 


stamp of authenticity not only upon his so- 
cial stautus, but also upon the quality of his 
character. 


Expel All Bankrupts. 


Nor does this strict supervision cease with 
election to a club. The members thereof as 


a body are not content that a man should be 
beyond reproach when he secures admission. 
but are determined that he should remain 
eo afterwards, realizing that anything ques- 
tionable that he may do will refiect in a 
measure upon the fair name of the institu- 
tion in question. 
How strict all the older of the London 
clubs are in this connection may be gathered 
from the fact that bankruptcy, or even pro- 
ceedings in bankruptcy, or merely an offi- 
cial composition with one's creditors, entails 
the loss of membership. Sometimes, if the in- 
solvency is shown to have been brought 
about by causes beyond the bankrupt’s con- 
trol, through no fault of his own. and if he 
obtains am honorable discharge from the 
court, consent is given to his renomination 
for membership. But he has to submit 
, afresh to a ballot, and the only indulgence 
’ that he receives is that he.is not called upon 
to pay afresh any entrance fees. 

After this it is scarcely necessary to add 
that conduct which isin the least degree dis- 
honorable, or even open to question, en- 
tails expulsion. Indeed, the rules of the lead- 
ing London clubs on this subject are com- 
prehensive.

Passports Give Information, 

With regard to passports, it must be borne 
in mind that while Englishmen frequently 
leave home without taking the precaution 
of equipping themselves with a documentary 
safeguard of this kind, the citizen of conti- 
nental Europe is rarely without what are 
described as his “ papers.” In fact, owing 
to the system of obligatory. military service 
which prevails in all continental countries, 
no citizen can, legally speaking, leave his 
native land without notifying the authori- 
ties, obtaining their sanction, delivered in 
the form of a passport, and without keeping 
them informed through their consular rep- 
resentatives of his whereabouts, so that in 
the event of his country becoming involved 
in war his government knows exactly where 
to look for aim and whence to summon him. 

If a man has been for one reason or another 
exempted from military service he is at any 
rate provided with a passport, indicating as 
much; while, if he has fulfilled his military 
duties, the fact is noted in what is called 
his military book, on the pages of which are 
likewise inscribed his birth, paren 
other data, as well as any infractions of 
law which he may have committed either as 
a citizen or as a soldier. He is obliged Ly 
law to carry this book always about with 
him, and it affords. pretty conclusive éevi- 
dence as to his identity, birth, and position. 


Get Tips from Consula 
Of course, when in doubt about a foreigner 
here one can appeal for information to the 
diplomatic or consular representatives of 
the country to which he belongs. But’ these 
officials, even when they possess the in- 


formation, are often reluctant to commit | 


‘ 


themselves about the matter, and discreet- 


ly hold their tongues, Especially is this the 
case with the diplomatic and consular repre- 
sentatives of Russia, who never can be quite 


sure as to whether the Russian stranger . 


about whom they are asked to supply data 
is not some more or less important secret 
agent of their own government, whose re- 
port against them. to his employers at St. 
Petersburg might seriously affect their 
future prospects and even their actual posl- 


tion. 


Why Americans Need: 

Passports are likewise éxtremely useful 
things for Americans to carry with them 
when they cross the Atlantic. In fact, they 
expose themselves to all sorts of annoyances 
and even perils if they attempt to set foot 
on the soil of continental Europe without 
being thus equipped. And inasmuch as there 
will be thousands upon thousands of 


tourists going from this side to Paris next. 


year it is impossible to lay too much stress 
upon this point. 3 
In a number of continental countries the 
very absence of a passport is regarded as a 
sufficiently suspicious circumstance to call 
for close and exeeedingly disagreeable at- 
tentions on the part of the police authori- 
ties. It-is seldom demanded at any frontier 
save that of Russia, but it is likely to be 
asked for the moment the foreigner shows 
disposition to prolong his stay in any place. 
Even in little Switzerland a foreigner is not 
permitted to remain longer than a fort- 
night or three weeks in any locality with- 
out obtaining from the authorities of the 
place a. so-called permis de sejour,” and 
this is only granted after due inspection and 
examinations of the stranger’s passports. 
With the all-prevailing suspicion that pre- 
vails in Austria, Italy, Germany, and par- 
ticularly in France on the subject of 
espionage, which leads the natives to see 


in every inquiring or observant tourist a 


dangerous spy, the possession of @ pass- 
port may dispel the apprehensions of the 


local police, whereas the absence of a 


document of that kind in nine fases out 
of ten will lead to arrest and detention 
until the innocence 
established. 

One often hears that passports are no 
longer necessary, the assertion being based 
upon the fact that they are no longer de- 
manded at every frontier, as in the old 
days. Yet I would strongly recommend that 


no person leaving these shores for Europe. 


set foot on the continent without having 
taken the trouble to provide himself with 
one, in view of eventualities of a distinct- 
ly unpleasant character. There are many 
foreign postoffices where the officials will 
not deliver any letters addressed to their 
care without thé presentation of a pass- 

and this is a sine qua non when the 
letters happen to be registered. It is only 
in England that the American tourist can 
dispense with the official documents certify- 
ing that he is a citizen of the United States.

-AUTOGRAPH. 


Prof. -Elmer Gates Makes 


‘“Electrographs” by 
Using Dry Plates. 


REFUTES OLD BELIEFS 


ASHINGTON, D. C., Sept. 27.—You 
never have heard of electro 

It is a brand-new art. e first 
electrograph was made two weeks 
ago, and in ap interview today 


‘Professor Elmer Gates of this city, who 


corner it, said he was at work on the 162d 
print. | 

This new art was discovered in the course 
of experiments in Professor Gates’ lab- 
oratory in connection with an extended 
study of the influence of electricity upon 


meteorological and astronomical conditions 


—upon the weather and the planets. 

An electrograph is an autograph written 
by an electric discharge upon striking a sen- 
sitive plate.. It is interesting to know just 
what path the particles of a bolt of lightning 
will follow upon coming in contact with a 
human being or any obstacle in its path. 
Hitherto there has been no definite knowl- 
edge as to this, and the fantastic and in- 
‘delible marks made upon the skin, upon 
window panes, and other surfaces have 
given rise to extravagant speculation. 

Uses Artificial Lightning, 
In imitatiom of nature, Professor Gates is 


producing artificial lightning discharges by 
a large “‘ influence machine ” lately installed 


in his laboratiory. It is a frictional or static | 


machine, actiated by an electric motor. In 
studyiug lightning flashes by these means, 
a brass knob emitting a spark can be reason- 
ably substituted in the imagination for a 
thunder-head, another knob for the point on 
the earth receiving it, and a body interposed 
between for tie object struck. 


An ordinary dry plate was placed in an in- 
side envelope of black paper and am outer 


one of orange paper, insuring the total ab- 
sence of light. The motor was started, 
and soon huge flashes began to jump from 
one knob to the other. The machine was 
regulated to emit flashes in slow succession, 
and the photographic plate, attached to a 
clasp with a long handle to protect the 
fingers of the assistant, was thrust in the 
path ofthe flashes and held at a right angle 


| to their direction. : 
A blazing flash struck-it-in the center, 
leaving a piri-hole burned in the envelopes. 


The plate then was‘taken to a dark room 
and developed. Gradually there appeared 
thereon a succession of lines, forming them- 
selves into a figure comparable only to a

They also 
unravel many tangled mysteriés of light- 
ning marks and so-called lightning photog- 
raphy. 

Electrographs upset the two conflicting 
theories regarding the distribution of an 
electric current in a conductor, one of which 
is that it equally invades all parts of the 
conductor. The other theory is that the 
current distributes itself wholly through 
the “‘ dielectric medium,’’ the ether directly 


surrounding the conductor. 


But in the electrograph the.experimenter 
has obtained the accurately written diary 


of the current’s travels.: The electricity 


shows itself not to have invaded equally 
the conductor. 
‘“‘After making over 150 electrographs,” 


said the professor, “I find that neither of 


these laws is correct. In traversing a 


Electrographs on Human Bodies, 


“During a recent thunderstorm here in 
Washington several men took shelter near 


» some trees. The bench on which they were 
sitting was struck by lightning. — 


‘**‘One of the men afterward found on 
his body what he called ‘the picture of 
a tree.’ People speaking about it and 


newspapers writing about it described the 


mark as a photograph of a nearby tree 
made by the lightning. An examination of 


the electrographs will make it evident that 


it was not a picture of a tree, but a pic- 
ture of the path taken by the current in 


spreading over the surface and through the 


skin.’’ 
The electrograph, therefore, is a chart 


showing the distribution of a thunderbolt 


or smaller spark on striking a man or 
other body. In cases where small figures 
are burned on the skin, the bolt is prob- 
ably but a small spark jumph g from the 
parent flash. Professor Gates estimates 
that a one-inch spark of his artificial 
lightning will make an electrograph one 
inch in area, while a seven-inch spark will 


make one 100 square inches in area. He } 


says he would need a photographic plate of 
many acres area to receive the complete 


electrograph of a lightning flash a mile long. 


The_electrograph resembles the X-ray 


print in that no camera is ‘needed in its 
production. The camera has been used in 


the experiments, but for a different pur- 
pose. Artificial lightning flashes sixteen 
inches long have been produced, and side- 
view photographs of these made by @& 
twelve by fifteen anastigmatic lens. When 
printed they show, in white against a black 
ground, jagged, lines, such as are 
noticed in long chains or forks of lightning 
during severe storms. Speaking of these, 
the professor said: _ 

** We sometimes hear it asserted that the

The separation 


is produced in conformity with the law that 


electricity travels in the direction of least 
resistance.”’ 


Electrography is expected to prove of 


great value to students as a means of deter- 
mining the difference between quantity of 
current and potential, or the power of a 
current against a repellent force. When the 
machine is run so slowly as to give only a 
one inch spark—therefore one of low po- 
tential—the electrograph will cover only one 
square inch and will appear like a cluster 
of soft bird feathers, broad, round, and 
spreading at the ends. But with a seven 
inch spark, the resulting electrograph will 
resemble a cluster of longer and more slen- 
der feathers, covering 100 square inches. 
Sparks from currents of small quantity im- 
print the same feathery forms, while those 
~emitted from induction coils, which increase 
the quantity, give greater detail.

VER in St. Joseph, Mo., the race. 


for Congress in the Fourth Missou- 
ri District has been begun; and there 
are fair indications that before it is 
ended a year from next. November it 
will be one of the most spectacular events 
ever chronicled in the Platte purchase. The 
reason for these auspicious indications are 
that ** Mont’’ Cochran, the present mem- 
ber, is being opposed by ‘‘ Mike’’ Moran 
for the Democratic nomination. It does not 
follow that the nomination by a Democratic 
convention is equivalent to an election in 


that district. ‘‘ Nick’’ Ford, who came so 


near to being elected as a Republican Goy- 


ernor of Missouri in 1884, was sent to Con< 


gress twice from St. Joseph, and George 
Crowther, a Republican, was elected in 1892. 

These effective reverses, however, never 
depreciated the value set on the Democratic 
nomination,and whether it yields substantial 
returns or bears only defeat in the élec- 
tion, the fight fgr this honor has contin- 
ued to be the most important political con- 
test that takes place in that corner of 
Missouri. | 

All of such contests in the past—bril- 
liant, picturesque, or magnificent as they 
may have been—are likely to have a low 
rating when they are ranged in history 
alongside the struggle that is now on. At 
the beginning it, looks as if Congressman 
Cochran had about half a lap the best 


of it. He is the editor of the St. Joseph 


Gazette, the only Democratic daily paper 
in the district. Deducting the allowance 
for that handicap, however, would put both 
at the scratch, with Moran on the inner 
course, because he can talk to more people 
at one time; and Cochran can get place 
in an oratorical contest any day at that, 
Since Waller Young and General “ Jim” 


Craig passed away, “‘ Mont” Cochran has | 


never had a serious rival in St. Joe asa 
street corner talker, and as a heart-to-heart 
talker there has been none to equal him since 
the passing of “‘ Jim’’ Burnes. In conver- 
sation he is positive, terse, and epigram- 
matic; sometimes fantastic, but always ear- 
nest. If he does not like a man he always 
lets him know it, either by telling him so 
or by telling somebody else in such a way 
that it reaches him. Once, when he wags 
peering into the future to see what was 
likely to hinder his getting into Congress 
some day, he saw: an obstacle in the shape 
of an ambitious local jurtst. : 


Epigram Is His Weapon. 


This particular Judge was a man “‘ Mont” 


Cochran did. not like, but by some oversight 
he had forgotten to say so. That evening he 
got some political gossipers into the editorial 
rooms of the Gazette and entertained them 
with one of his fetching monologues until 
he brought the Judge in as a subject for dis- 
course. Then he gave the others a chance 
to get into the conversation by asking: 

“What do you think of Judge ——, any- 
way?’ 

‘*O, he’s all right,” they agreed. 

** Yes, he’s all right. He'd go to Congress 
some day, too, if it wasn’t for one thing.” 

** What is that, Mont?’ 

** He's dead from his chin up.”” 

This criticism served not only to give notice

OLD HOUSE IN NEW. 


Not to Be First Tenant 
of Any Dwelling. 


SCENE OF A TRAGEDY. 


ASHINGTON, D. €., Sept. 27.—A’ 
palace built literally around a 
superstition is Washington's new- 
est marvel, and one safely may say 
that nothing to match it ever has 
been seen anmywhere. Baronial castles, as 
well as edifices of other kinds, often gain 
resident spooks or acquire curses as inci- 
dents of their history, but It has not been 
the fashion hitherto to provide in the archi- 
tect’s plans’ against such troubles, and the 


fabric of a mansion is wholly novel. 

The owner of this remarkable house, which 
es yet is not quite half finished, is Mrs. 
R. H. Townsend, of Philadelphia. Before 
her marriage she was Mary Scott, a daugh- 
ter of the late Colonel ‘‘Tom "’ Scott of Penn- 
sylvania rallroad fame. Her wealth runs up 
into millions, and the mansion will cost her 
eome $400,000. I]t will be nearly twice the 
size of the famous Leiter house, in Dupont 
Circle, being 125 feet in width and 123 feet 
in depth. Mrs. Townsend !s building it, she 
says, for her young daughter, now 17 years 
of age and almost ready to enter society. It 
will be the scene, doubtless, of some of the 
most gorgeous entertainments ever given at 
the national capital. 


Hoodoo Foretold by a Witch. 

Now, once upon a time—a proper way to 
begin such a story as this—Mrs. Townsend 
interviewed a witch. She was a remarkably 
clever witch, and in revealing the future to 
her patron she prédicted a number of events 
since realized with astonishing accuracy 
in Mrs. Townsend's life. It was a bright 
and cheerful picture she drew, on the whole 
—one may command a good deal of bright- 
nese and cheerfulness if_one possesses mil- 
lions of dollars—but there was one unpleas- 
ant prognostication.

The romantic history and tragic fate of 
pretty Bessie Hillyer, who married for love 
against the wishes of her family, make one 
of the saddest chapters in the social records 
of the national capital. By a curious freak 
of circumstances, Mrs. Townsend, anxious 
to escape the operation of a hoodoo, has se-
